In periodical literature, the conclusion of a volume, like the termination of a 
dramatic season, gives the Manager an opportunity of stepping before the curtain, 
and of meeting his patrons without the intervention of mask or disguise. It is then, 
that, having reviewed the past and anticipated the future, he humbly awaits the fiat 
of public approval or condemnation. Availing ourselves of this privilege, we desire, 
before we resign our Editorial character, to address a few valedictory words to those 
friends who have taken an interest in our career since the commencement of our 
labours, and who, by their support and encouragement, have induced the gratifying 
belief, that our exertions have not wholly been unappreciated, or unaccompanied with 
beneficial results. 


The task of establishing in the provinces a publication, literary in its character and 
periodical in its issue, is admitted by those whose experience gives value to their 
opinion, to be one at all times attended with discouraging difficulties, and too fre- 
quently with premature failure——the monopoly maintained by the Metropoles in the 
commerce of literature being so powerful and proscriptive as to exclude legitimate 
competition from any other quarter. Two years have now elapsed since, with the 
full consciousness of this impediment, we commenced the present undertaking, under 
circumstances sufficiently depressing to have awakened appreliension in the minds of 
labourers more experienced than ourselves in the field of literature; sustained, however, 
by the encouraging hope that our objects would be appreciated and our purposes suc- 
cessfully realized. To assert that in our progress we have not encountered difficulties 
were to deviate from the truth; and it were equally culpable, in this retrospect, to 
omit the formal record of our grateful reminiscence of public favour, and of the 
spontaneous and efficient assistance of many friends, whose modesty, only exceeded 
by their merits, has deprived us of the gratification of recognizing our benefactors. 


Without arrogating to ourselves, or to our JourNAL, any undue degree of excellence 
or importance, we may be permitted to repose in the satisfaction of having, to some 
extent at least, accomplished the end we proposed at the outset—that of supplying 
suitable mental aliment for the constantly increasing requirements which the spread of 
intelligence has excited among all classes of the community. Both as a pictorial and 
literary miscellany, BransHaw’s JourNat, presented at a lower price than any similar 
work, and offering the same combination of attractions, has commanded the favourable 
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and unbiassed eulogiums of the public press, and a fair proportion of patronage from 
the reading world. Its influence and circulation have extended, from the locality of 
its publication, to each of the Metropoles of the empire, and over the principal cities 
and towns of the country—results which have amply rewarded us for the unceasing 
toil and anxiety consequent on its production. 


In announcing the discontinuance of BrapsHaw’s JouRNAL, we conceive that 
we may not unnecessarily be obtruding our own private affairs upon the public by 
stating, as one and the chief reason for this determination on the part of the pro- 
prietors, that other and more paramount interests and engagements demanding our 
attention, we have been compelled reluctantly to relinquish a sphere of duties which, 
necessarily onerous, has nevertheless yielded us hours of unmingled pleasure, to 
which Memory will long hereafter delight to revert. Not the least gratifying of our 
reminiscences, is the communion we have been permitted to share with those gifted 
individuals the emanations of whose minds, embodied in our columns, have afforded 
equal delight to Editor and reader. To them, and to all our contributors, titled and 
untitled, revealed and anonymous, as well as to those who, by their personal influence 
and counsel, have aided and cheered us on, we tender our grateful acknowledgments— 
too warmly felt for measured utterance. 

To our readers we cannot make our farewell obeisance without the expression of 
an earnest hope, that, while they may transfer their kindness to 

“ Younger actors, better men,” 
they will not entirely forget the labours of him who now makes his exit from the stage, 
and upon whose literary personations the curtain has descended—it may be for ever.
